Queue-jumping probe. 

Doctor tells public inquiry 
order came from U of A 
hospital executive 


An Alberta emergency room 
doctor says medical staff in a 
busy ER were once pressured to 
provide care for a “VIP” ahead 
of a waiting room full of veiy 
sick people. 

Dr. Paul Parks told a public 
inquiry Wednesday that the 
order came from an executive 
at the University of Alberta hos¬ 
pital in Edmonton in the fall of 
2007. 

“The executive on call called 
down to the triage nurse and 
essentially indicated that there 
was a VIP in the waiting room 
and that VIP should be moved 
into an emergency bed im¬ 
mediately and taken care of,” 
testified Parks, who is now the

guys doing down there? 
What is that VIP doing still 
in the waiting room?’”

The ER was snarled with 
patients and the nurse pushed 
back, Parks said. The best that 
could be done was to re-evalu- 
ate the person to see if the ail¬ 
ments merited being moved 
ahead. They didn’t. 

The executive called back 
and ordered that the person’s 
family doctor be called to the 
hospital to provide treatment 


— something Parks said emer¬ 
gency staff would never do. Nei¬ 
ther the VIP nor the executive 
was named at the inquiry. 

In the end, Parks said, no 
special care was provided. 

He said he and his fellow 
emergency room doctors 
agreed afterwards that they 
would never let anyone jump a 
queue for care. 

“We couldn’t take part in 
any ... requests for preferen¬ 
tial access. We had to just see 
the next sickest patient in the 
queue,” he said. 

The inquiry, called by Pre¬ 
mier Alison Redford to look 
into allegations of queue¬ 
jumping in the health system, 
began hearing from witnesses 
on Monday. Executives have 
talked about preferential treat¬ 
ment being an accepted prac¬ 
tice under the old regional 
health boards, but no one has 
been able to cite any examples.

Supremacist 
group is violent 
and gruesome, 
expert says 

The arrest of four gang 
members in connection 
to three homicides is a 
“significant take down of 
some very violent people,” 
according to an Edmonton 
criminologist. 

“It’s a violent, gruesome 
group of people that were 
brought to task,” said crim¬ 
inologist Bill Pitt, noting 
the murders increased in 
“brutality and bloodiness.” 

Police announced on 
Tuesday that four men, 
linked to the White Boy 
Posse gang, were charged 
with first-degree murder 
in connection to three 
“shocking” homicides. 

Robert Roth Sr. was 
lulled in October and his 
decapitated head was 
found in an Edmonton 
alley on Oct. 24. Lorry 
Santos was shot and killed 
in Saskatoon on Sept. 12 
and Bryan Gower was 
murdered in Kitscoty on 
Sept. 25. 

Cye Roth, the brother 
of Robert Roth Sr., said he 
is “happy” that police have 
apprehended the people 
involved in his brother’s 
death. 

Pitt said the White Boy 
Posse is a white suprema¬ 
cist group that’s con¬ 
nected to organized crime 
through drug trafficking. 

The group is based in 
Northern Alberta but cov¬ 
ers “a long, incredibly large 
swatch of Canadiana, from 
Saskatchewan, Alberta, 
British Columbia and the 
Territories,” Pitt said. 

He added the street 
gang isn’t exceptionally 
intelligent. “I wouldn’t 
call it the Mensa group of 
organized crime,” he said. 

While arresting four 
gang members may 
decrease the group’s vio¬ 
lence, Pitt said the arrests 
will not impact the gang’s 
drug operations.

Edmonton slapped

Parking ban likely for 
Friday, city to confirm

It came. It snowed. It con¬ 
quered. 

A surprise snowstorm hit 
the streets Wednesday after¬ 
noon dumping between 10 
and 15 centimetres of snow 
on the streets in just two 
hours, making for a messy 
afternoon commute and in¬ 
creasing the chance of a resi¬ 
dential parking ban on Friday. 


No final decision has been 
made, but the city’s roadway 
maintenance director Bob 
Dunford said it is likely the 
city will issue the parking 
ban later this week. 

“We are going to continue 
right through tonight and 
into tomorrow with plowing 
for clean-up and we will as¬ 
sess everything before noon 
and decide if we need a sea¬ 
sonal parking ban or not,” he 
said. 

The storm, which came 
and went over two hours 
Sunday afternoon, was not 
originally in the forecast, 
but Global Edmonton’s Chief 
Meteorologist Nicole Crosbie 
said a wind direction change 
meant the city got hit. 

“The snow actually looked 


like it was headed to the 
northeast so I thought just 
the tail end of the system 
would actually brush by the 
city,” she said. 

She said this much snow 
this fast is pretty unusual, 
adding to the unwelcome sur¬ 
prise. 

“We had anywhere from 
5-7 cm per hour that is pretty 
intense,” she said. 

Dunford said the city 
is still on budget for snow 
clearing operations before 
the year, but it is hard to 
know if they will be able to 
stay that way until the end of 
the year. 

“I always hesitate to fore¬ 
cast with the budget, because 
you never know what is 
around the corner.”

• Ban. Parking bans gener¬ 
ally last for 48 hours 
and requires the city to 
provide a minimum of 
eight hours notices.

As the battle over the city’s 
budget continues, one coun¬ 
cillor is hoping to paint away 
a few more savings. 


Among a string of cost-cut¬ 
ting measures, Coun. Kerry 
Diotte is proposing the prov¬ 
ince eliminate $63,200 in the 
budget that is reserved for 
painting sharrows, or shared- 
use bike lanes. 

Diotte said the lanes aren’t 
doing what the city hoped 
and he doesn’t understand 


why they are needed. 

“When these things start 
popping up in neighbourhoods, 
it often means people can’t 
park on the streets and that is 
really upsetting for people,” he 
said. “It undermines the city’s 
goal to have motorists and cyc¬ 
lists get along.” 

Diotte also says the lanes 


are bad spending. 

“Everybody knows that 
you can cycle on virtually 
every street in the city. It is 
sort of akin to spray-painting 
footprints on a sidewalk to 
say please walk here,” he said. 

Chris Chan with the Ed¬ 
monton Bicycle Commuter’s 
Society said they are not par¬ 
ticularly fond of sharrows and 
prefer more robust, separated 
bike lanes, but this isn’t about 
better infrastructure. 

“It is not to get better bike 
infrastructure, it is just to take 
the money away and it is not 
going back into any type of 
active transportation,” he said.

Summer’s over, but 
skin cancer still a 
risk: Dermatologists 

The Canadian Dermatology 
Association asked MLAs and 
other government workers to 
roll up their sleeves as part of 
a screening yesterday at the 
Alberta Legislature. 

Dr. Mariusz Sapijasko said 
skin cancer screenings like 
these can detect problems

Health Canada. 

Companies asked to 
halt sales of products 
tested by Chemi until 
their safety can be 
confirmed 


A day after revoking the li¬ 
cence of a Toronto-area chem¬ 
ical testing lab following the 
discovery of falsified test re¬ 
sults, Health Canada says the 
number of possibly affected 
products is less than initially 
believed. 

Paul Glover of the depart¬ 
ment’s Health Products and 
Food Branch said Wednesday 
the number of products it is 
“concerned about” at Chemi 
Pharmaceutical Inc. has 
dropped by 23 since Tuesday. 


Retesting 


Health Canada initially 
said it had uncovered 53 
products that needed to be 
retested and was waiting 
to hear from manufacturers 
about another 25 products, 
which may also need to be 
re-analyzed. 


The agency announced 
Tuesday it had yanked the 
lab’s licence, saying it found 
falsified results in tests in¬ 
volving a “wide range of prod¬ 
ucts,” including medications 
and natural food products. 

It alleges that bogus re¬ 
sults were provided to com¬ 
panies that had contracted 
Chemi’s services. 

Chemi says records were 
falsified not by the company, 


but by a recently fired em¬ 
ployee at the Mississauga, 
Ont., lab. 

Appearing on CTV’s Can¬ 
ada AM early Wednesday, 
Glover said the list has been 
whittled down “through the 
co-operation of the compan¬ 
ies” whose products were in¬ 
volved. 

“They’ve either had other 
tests done or had other test¬ 
ing done in the interim and 
that gave us assurance that 
these products are safe and 
we’re able to remove them 
from the list,” he said. 

A list posted on Health 
Canada’s website has been 
updated to reflect the chan¬ 
ges. 

The agency has said there 
is no evidence that the health 
of Canadians has been com¬ 
promised.

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Car scam? U.S. regulators 
warn Canadians of 
non-existent dealership 


American regulators have 
issued a warning about a car 
scam originating out of Okla¬ 
homa that appears to be tar¬ 
geting Canadians looking for 
great deals. 

The warning is about Am¬ 
bient Auto Centre, which has 
been advertising high-end, 
late model vehicles on several 
Canadian websites at prices 
well below normal. 

The catch, according to 
Canadian and American regu¬ 
lators, is that Ambient doesn’t 
appear to exist much beyond 
having an elaborate website. 

“It’s just a complete scam,” 
John Cobb, an investigator 
with the Oklahoma Used Mo¬ 
tor Vehicle and Parts Commis¬ 
sion, said Wednesday. 

“They’re trying to get a vic¬ 
tim on the hook to wire them 
the money for a vehicle.” 

The company promises to 
ship the vehicle, but Cobb said 
that won’t happen and the 
buyer would simply be out of 
any money sent. 

The Canadian sites on 
which Ambient advertises 
include Autotrader, Wheels, 
eBay, Craigslist, Kijiji and 
Autocatch. 

In an interview from Okla- 


‘Ambient Auto Centre' 


Inquiries about Ambient 
began arriving at Okla¬ 
homa Used Motor Vehicle 
and Parts Commission in 
mid-October. When they 
couldn’t find a dealer by 
that name, officials went to 
visit the dealership at the 
listed address. It turned out 
to be an empty field. 


• Ambient's website boasts 
the "largest selection 
of used luxury cars" but 
photographs of vehicles 
appear ripped off from 
other car dealers, and 
testimonials appear fabri¬ 
cated. An industry spokes¬ 
man said it's imperative to 
confirm a seller's identity.

The ugly question is: Why? 

Why did no one on a 
crowded subway platform in 
New York City help Ki-Suclc 
Han when he was shoved onto 
the tracks to his death? 

Blame it on the “bystander 
effect,” a psychologist told 
Metro World News. 

Or to put it another way, 
a “diffusion of responsibility” 
actually occurs, said Dr. Scott 
Bea of the Cleveland Clinic 
Main Campus in Cleveland, 
Ohio. 

Another psychologist, Dr. 
Elizabeth Waterman, said the 
more people who see an event 
like this happen, the less like¬ 
ly they are to help a stranger. 


“The pressure for people to 
take responsibility is diffused 
among the group of others, 
therefore, the individuals feel 
less pressure to help,” said 
Waterman of Morningside 
Recovery Centers in Newport 
Beach, Calif. 

Ki-Suclc Han died on the 
tracks at the Times Square 
subway station. 

A gruesome newspaper 


photo shows a solitaiy, tiny 
figure helplessly clawing 
at the platform as a Q train 
looms in the distance. 

The New York Post ran the 
image on its cover, outraging 
many citizens.

The father of three dead chil¬ 
dren looked on impassively 
from the front row of a court¬ 
room on Wednesday as their 
mother was charged with 
three counts of first-degree 
murder. 

Sonia Blanchette appeared 


unsteady and dazed as she 
shuffled into the courtroom 
three days after the children 
were found dead. 

When she arrived at the 
courthouse in the back of 
an unmarked police cruiser, 
Blanchette kept her head low 
and her hood up. 

A court-appointed lawyer 
requested that she be evaluat¬ 
ed to determine whether she 
is fit to face criminal charges. 

Blanchette did not say a 
word during her arraignment 
and is scheduled to return to 


court on Dec. 14. 

The children’s father, 
Patrick Desautels, was sur¬ 
rounded by family as he took 
in the arraignment. 

He did not say a word be¬ 
fore entering or after leaving 
the courtroom. 

The children’s funeral will 
be held in Acton Vale on Sat¬ 
urday. 

On Tuesday, Desautels said 
his family was in tremendous 
pain during a brief meeting 
with reporters.

South Africa. Life 
sentence for gunman in 
2010 honeymoon killing 


A South African judge sen¬ 
tenced the triggerman in the 
2010 honeymoon slaying of a 
Swedish bride to life in prison 
Wednesday, calling the shooter 
“a merciless and evil person” 
who deserved the maximum 
punishment for his crime. 

The sentencing of Xolile 
Mngeni for the lulling of 
28-year-old Anni Dewani comes 
as prosecutors still await word 
whether the newlywed’s Brit¬ 
ish husband, who they say or¬ 
chestrated the November 2010 
lulling, will be extradited to 
South Africa to stand trial. 

The bride’s family, who at¬ 
tended the sentencing with a 
picture of her smiling pinned to 
their chests, said justice would 
only be done once husband 
Shrien Dewani stands before a 
South African court. 

Judge Robert Henney, who 
found Mngeni guilty in Nov¬ 
ember, did not hold back his 
contempt while sentencing the 
25-year-old on Wednesday for 
the lulling. 

Henney said that the 
shooter showed no remorse 
and his longtime illnesses 
could not weigh against re¬ 
ceiving the harshest penalty 
available by law. 


Mngeni, who had surgeiy 
in June 2011 to remove a brain 
tumour, has suffered seizures 
and blackouts and has trouble 
remembering things, his law¬ 
yer has said. 

In August, Mngeni’s alleged 
accomplice Mziwamadoda 
Qwabe pleaded guilty to char¬ 
ges over the lulling, receiving a 
25-year prison sentence. 

Zola Tongo, the taxi driver 
that police say husband Shrien 
Dewani asked to plot the lull¬ 
ing, earlier received an 18-year 
prison sentence. 

Both Tongo and Qwabe 
have said Dewani wanted it to 
look like he wasn’t involved 
in his wife’s slaying and they 
planned to have the attack 
look like a carjacking in Cape 
Town’s impoverished Gugule- 
thu township.

If Canadians thought the last 
House of Commons debate 
around abortion was conten¬ 
tious, the next one is shaping 
up to be even more complicat¬ 
ed and potentially a closer vote. 

B.C. Conservative MP Mark 
Warawa is promoting a private 
member’s motion that calls on 
the Commons to condemn the 
practice of sex selection. Sex se¬ 
lection occurs when a woman 
aborts a fetus — usually a fe¬ 
male one — after determining 
the gender through an ultra¬ 
sound. 

Warawa said Wednesday his 
motion is about discrimination 
against women, rather than 
reproductive rights. It is not 
likely to come up for debate 
until March. 

The father of two girls said 
he was compelled to act after 
watching a CBC investigative 
story last June. He doesn’t have 
numbers on the prevalence in 


Canada. 

“I think parliamentarians 
are faced with two choices: We 
either condemn this form of 
discrimination against women 
and girls or we endorse it,” 
Warawa said, accompanied by 
11 Tory colleagues. 

Although Warawa and his 
supporters would not concede 


a connection between the mo¬ 
tion and the wider debate over 
restricting abortions, the Prime 
Minister’s Office is doing just 
that. 

“The government is op¬ 
posed to opening this debate. 
Parliament has already voted 
on this issue,” spokesman Carl 
Vallee said, the Canadian press 


Manhunt 


45 illegals still 
evade authorities 

The hunt is on for 45 Ro¬ 
manian nationals smuggled 
into Canada. 

Government officials 
said Wednesday the mis¬ 
sing are among 85 people 
who entered the country 
illegally since February. 

Authorities have round¬ 
ed up 40 of them so far and 
30 of these were detained 
under new immigration 
law provisions that saw the 
group designated as part of 
an “irregular arrival,” or hu¬ 
man smuggling operation. 

“We open our arms 
to true immigrants and 
true refugees who follow 
the rules,” Immigration 
Minister Jason Kenney said 
at a news conference in 
Stanstead, Que., a border 
town believed to have been 
the group’s entry point. 

“We will not tolerate 
those who are abusing our 
generosity.” 

The first of five waves of 
Romanian nationals began 
arriving in February, of¬ 
ficials said Wednesday. 

The smuggling ring saw 
people travel to Mexico, 
cross illegally into the U.S., 
drive north to the border 
and sneak into Quebec.

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EU slams major 
electronics firms 
with $i. 9B fine 


Cartel fine. ‘There are 
victims: Millions and 
millions of citizens,’ 
says EU antitrust chief 


The European Union on Wed¬ 
nesday imposed its biggest ever 
cartel fine of about $1.9 billion 
on seven companies for fixing 
the market of television and 
computer monitor tubes. 

The EU’s Commission ruled 
that, for a decade ending in 
2006, the companies — includ¬ 
ing Philips, LG Electronics and 
Panasonic — artificially set 
prices, shared markets and re¬ 
stricted their output at the ex¬ 
pense of millions of consumers. 

EU antitrust commissioner 
Joaquin Almunia said that the 
companies’ actions “feature all 
the worst lands of anticompeti¬ 
tive behaviour that are strictly 
forbidden to companies doing

business in Europe.” 

Tubes were the essential 
part of television screens and 
computer monitors before they 
were replaced by LCD and plas¬ 
ma flatscreens. The cathode ray 
tubes accounted for up to 70 


per cent of the cost of a screen, 
the Commission said. 

Alumina added that the 
tubes’ cost gave “an indication 
of the serious harm” the com¬ 
panies had caused. “There are 
victims: Millions and millions 
of citizens.” 

Philips and LG Electronics, 
which acted jointly and separ¬ 
ately, were fined a combined 
$1.3 billion while Panasonic 
was punished with a $203 mil¬ 
lion fine, adding up to more if 
combined fines and affiliates 
were included. 

Despite its co-operation 
with the Commission probe, 
Philips said in a statement it 
planned to appeal the fine since 
it considered it “disproportion¬ 
ate and unjust.” 

Other companies fined were 
Samsung SDI, Technicolor, 
MIPD and Toshiba. Chunghwa 
of Taiwan escaped fines as it 
was the first to reveal the cartel 

to the EU. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

U.S. banking blues 


• Job cuts are a familiar 
template in a U.S. banking 
industry still under the 
long shadow of the 2008 
financial crisis. 


• Banks are searching for 
ways to make money as 
new regulations crimp 
some of their former 
revenue streams, like trad¬ 


ing for their own profit or 
marketing credit cards to 
college students. 


• Customers are still nervous 
about borrowing money in 
an uncertain economy. And 
they are still filing lawsuits 
over industry sins, like risky 
mortgage lending, that 
helped cause the crisis. 


Citigroup said Wednesday that 
it will cut 11,000 jobs, a bold 
early move by new CEO Mi¬ 
chael Corbat. The cuts amount 
to about four per cent of Citi’s 
workforce of262,000. 

The bulk of the cuts, about 
6,200, will come from Citi’s 
consumer banking unit, which 
handles everyday functions 
like branches and checking ac¬ 
counts. 

Citi said that it will sell or 
scale back consumer oper¬ 
ations in Pakistan, Paraguay, 
Romania, Turkey and Uruguay 
and focus on 150 cities around 
the world “that have the high¬ 
est growth potential in con¬ 
sumer banking.” 

The bank did not say how 
many jobs it will cut in the 
United States. 

About 1,900 job cuts will 
come from the institutional cli¬ 
ents group, which includes the 
investment bank. The company 
will also cut jobs in technology 
and operations by using more 


automation and moving jobs to 
“lower-cost locations.” 

Citi fared worse than other 
banks in the wake of the 2008 
financial crisis. It nearly col¬ 
lapsed, had to take two taxpay¬ 
er-funded bailout loans, and 
became the poster child for 
banks that had grown too big 
and disorderly. 

After a long stretch of 
empire-building, it has been 
shrinking for file past several 


years, shedding units and try¬ 
ing to find a business model 
that’s more streamlined and 
efficient. 

Corbat became CEO in Oc¬ 
tober after Vikram Pandit un¬ 
expectedly stepped down. Pan¬ 
dit had reportedly clashed with 
the board over the company’s 
strategy and its relationship 
with the government. 

While the job cuts are 
among the first major moves 


by Corbat, they are in line with 
Pandit’s blueprint. Citi’s roster 
of 262,000 employees is down 
from 276,000 at this time in 
2009. Bank of America and 
Morgan Stanley have also shed 
jobs over that period. 

In a statement Wednesday, 
Corbat said his bank remains 
committed to “our unparal¬ 
leled global network and foot¬ 
print.” However, he added: 
“We have identified areas and 
products where our scale does 
not provide for meaningful re¬ 
turns.” He promised that the 
bank would continue to trim, 
whether in “technology, real 
estate or simplifying our oper¬ 
ations.” 

The paring hasn’t always 
gone as well as Citi has hoped. 
This fall when Citi negotiated 
the sale of its stake in the re¬ 
tail brokerage Morgan Stanley 
Smith Barney, it got far less 
than it wanted from the buyer, 
Morgan Stanley.

Spain, Portugal, Greece, Italy seen as most corrupt in EU

The countries worst hit by 
the European financial crisis 
are also perceived as being 
among the most corrupt in the 
European Union, and those 
perceptions appear to be get¬ 
ting increasingly negative, an 
international watchdog said 
in a new report released Wed¬ 
nesday. 


Transparency Internation¬ 
al’s annual Corruption Per¬ 
ceptions Index shows Spain, 
Portugal, Italy and Greece with 
the lowest scores in western 
Europe. 

On a scale newly intro¬ 
duced for this year’s report, 
where 0 is “highly corrupt” 
and 100 is “veiy clean,” Spain 


was ranked highest of the four 
in place 30 with a score of 65. 
Portugal followed in place 33 
with a score of 63, followed by 
Italy in place 72 with a score 
of 42 and Greece in 94th place 
with a score of 36. 

The index measures the 
perception of corruption in the 
public sector and not the finan¬ 


cial sector, but Transparency’s 
Europe director Anne Koch 
said the results clearly indicate 
that people in the countries 
worst hit by the crisis perceive 
corruption to be widespread. 

“It seems to me to be quite 
blatantly obvious that the lack 
of transparency in public fi¬ 
nances in these four countries 


has been reflected in the fig¬ 
ures,” she said. 

Two-thirds of the 176 coun¬ 
tries ranked scored below 50, 
which Transparency said indi¬ 
cates a widespread need for 
more openness in public insti¬ 
tutions and more accountabil¬ 
ity for officials.

I’m sick. 

Not in the fun movie way 
where you get to take over 
cities and fight with Batman 
or Spider-Man. 

Not in the whisky-com¬ 
mercial way where you whisper something amazing to 
your blond friend and her eyes go all wide because you’re 
so darn naughty, you five-o’clock-shadowed bad boy. 

And (this is the worst part) not even in the cough- 
cough cold-flu way where I get to admit that, yes, men are 
wimps and women are warriors and that’s fine so long 
as I get some chicken soup and a pat on the head, many 
thanks. 

No, instead I get to be sick in the way where you have 
a bunch of disparate symptoms and the doctors run tests 
and poke you with sticks and grimace at their clipboards 
before finally saying that 
your problem is “idiosymp- 
tomatic,” which is doctorese 
for “I don’t know. What do 
you think?” 

Fortunately, I have a 
theory. I think, after many 
years of working in the 
businesses of newspapers, 
radio and the Internet, that 
I’ve become infected with 
the media.

I’m sure if you were to take a microscope and look 
into my bloodstream, you’d see a bunch of T cells wearing 
press hats and carrying notebooks, scurrying around in a 
panicked clot asking frantic questions in unison, osten¬ 
sibly at invading viruses but often at nothing — or at a 
red blood cell shaped like a celebrity. 

Happily, I know the best way to shut down a journalist.

This Christmas scene, 
reminiscent of festive 
trees, is in fact an extreme 
close-up of a human 
intestine. It was captured 
by Alex Greenhough and 
Paloma Ordonez Moran of 
the University of Bristol, 
U.K., who are research¬ 
ing colorectal cancer. The 
“snow” was added by the 
scientists using a photo¬ 
editing program.

What is this image? 

Alex Greenhough: It’s a 
study of the human intes¬ 
tine using a confocal micro¬ 
scope, to detect the presence 
of certain proteins and cell 
nuclei in the organ. 

More specifically, 
my colleague and I are 
studying the protein beta- 
catenin to understand why 
it sometimes becomes 
deregulated in cells of the 
intestine and why it leads 


to the development of 
colorectal cancer. 

By doing this research, 
we hope to further the 
understanding of cellular 
mechanisms that deter¬ 
mine whether cells become 
cancerous, which we hope 
will lead to new opportun¬ 
ities for cancer prevention 
and therapy. 

But this image seems more 
than science to you... 

AG: Yes, the organized 
crypt-villus structures (of 
the intestine) in the image 
reminded me of Christmas 


trees. When I heard about 
the university’s Art of Sci¬ 
ence photo competition, I 
remembered the image we 
had captured during our 
research, so I quickly decor¬ 
ated the trees with snow 
(white) and baubles (red) 
using Photoshop software 
as a bit of fun. 

What do you hope the 
audience will take away 
from your image? 

AG: That scientists are 
imaginative and artistic, 
and not the stereotypical 
eccentrics in white coats.

Perhaps the only thing 
longer than Santa’s naugh¬ 
ty or nice list is the to-do 
list many of us have dic¬ 
tating our lives during the 
busy holiday season. With 
so much hustle and bustle, 
it can be easy to forget a 
promise made in passing. 
That’s exactly what hap¬ 
pens in Jennifer Trembley’s 
critically-acclaimed play 
The List. 

After moving to the 
country with her husband 
and children, a wife starts 
to feel isolated, especially 
as cracks in her marriage 
begin to deepen. She reluc¬ 
tantly makes friends with a 
neighbour named Caroline, 
who makes a request of the 
woman. The play goes onto 
explore how through the 
neglect of her friend’s re¬ 
quest, the woman inadver¬ 
tently contributes to Caro¬ 
line’s death.

“I hope the audi¬ 
ence can see themselves in 
her predicament and feel 


compassion.” 

While the story was com¬ 
pelling to Inglis, transfer¬ 
ring it to the stage wasn’t so 
easy. For starters, The List is 
a French-original. 

“The style from Quebec 
is much different, much 
more poetic,” explains 
Inglis. “So, you have to do 
a lot more digging to bring 
it to life on stage.” On top 
of that, the entire set is 
white so lighting the stage 
in order to complement the 


story was also a significant 
challenge. 

But Inglis has made the 
Westbury Theatre (10330 
84 Ave.) work beautifully. 
For starters, the seating 
capacity for this perform¬ 
ance has been drastically 
reduced. Only 40 spots are 
available for each show. 

“Our company is inter¬ 
ested in creating intimate 
performances, meaning 
the audience is close to 
the actors,” Inglis says. “In 


a world where it would be 
easy to question why one 
should leave the couch 
to see a play, we have an¬ 
swered through the experi¬ 
ence we offer.”

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Bon Jovi’s life isn’t 
always a bed of roses 


Rough 2012. 

Singer struggled as 
his daughter ran 
into trouble and 
Superstorm Sandy 
wreaked havoc on his 
beloved New Jersey 


Jon Bon Jovi has been with his 
band for more than 30 years, 
so he could be considered 
something of an expert when 
it comes to the durability of 
rock stars. Still, even Bon Jovi is 
mystified at how the senior set 
is dominating on the stage. 

“I can’t get over it,” said Bon 
Jovi, who will perform next 
week with Paul McCartney, The 
Who, Bruce Springsteen and a 
host of other superstars at the 
12-12-12 concert at Madison 
Square Garden to benefit vic¬ 
tims of Superstorm Sandy. 

“I’m (expletive) dying al¬ 
ready and I’m gonna go out 
there and play four songs. How 


do they do it?” he said, joking. 
“The Who and (Mick) Jagger 
and McCartney... I’m not going 
to be that journeyman. ... I’m 
not going to be that 75-year-old 
guy doing 150 shows a year.” 

But at 50, he’s not ready for 
early retirement either. Bon 
Jovi has a couple of songs in the 
upcoming A1 Pacino film, Stand 
Up Guys, and the band just 
completed their 12th studio 
album, What About Now, set 
for release early next year. They 
also have a world tour kicking 
off in Connecticut on Feb. 9. 

Bon Jovi was in a jovial mood 
when he sat down last week to 
discuss his group’s upcoming 
projects, but turned sombre 
when he discussed some of the 
more painful events to hit him 
in 2012: The devastation caused 
in his home state of New Jersey 
by Superstorm Sandy and the 
recent troubles of his 19-year- 
old daughter, Stephanie Bon- 
giovi, found unresponsive in 
her dorm room at an upstate 
New York college last month 
after an apparent heroin over¬ 
dose. Still, he discussed it all 


with candour — and optimism. 

What was the intent of releas¬ 
ing the single, album and tour 
in stages? 

I know how to do it. It’s as 
simple as that.... New songs 
are why artists go on the road. 
That’s why I go on the road. 

It’s a three-prong play. Writing: 
You’re intrigued. Recording: It 
brings it to life. And then you 
want to share it. 

Do you see similarities be¬ 
tween you and Bruce Spring¬ 
steen as philanthropists? 

My philanthropy is no 
relation to anybody else’s. 
None. My philanthropy and 
what we do at the founda¬ 
tion speaks for itself and 
has no relation to anyone’s. 

I don’t know what he does 
as a humanitarian. I have 
no clue.... I’m talking about 
what I do at the Soul Kitchen 
(his community restaurant 
in New Jersey). It’s a whole 
other level. It’s millions of 
dollars in a foundation that 
does stuff. 


With your daughter recently 
in the news, how do you go 
forward from there? 

I didn’t have any sisters. We 
bring home this girl the first 
day. Now what? Where’s the 
manual? There was no manual. 
So you bring her up the best 
you can, you surround her 
with hugs and kisses and know 
that she may eventually fall 
down. I appreciate the outpour¬ 
ing of kindness in light of what 
happened in my household. 

I’m shocked as much as the 
next parent with this situation 
and had no idea. But then you 
surround them with best help 
and love and move on, and 
that’s where we’re at with it. 
Steph is a great kid. Great GPA. 
Cool school, Hamilton College 
up in Clinton, N.Y. Everything 
about it is idyllic. She was 
doing great. Then a sudden 
and steep decline. Hopefully, 
we caught it when we did and 
that’s the end of it. But who 
knew? I’ve got three more to 
come.

Financial breakdown. Be 
it YouTube, downloads 
or TV ads, the Korean 
sensation is set to make 
millions from one song 


As Gangnam Style gallops to¬ 
ward one billion views on You¬ 
Tube, the first Asian pop artist 
to capture a massive global 
audience has gotten richer click 
by click. So too has his agent 
and his grandmother. 

But the money from music 
sales isn’t flowing in from the 
rapper’s homeland South Korea 
or elsewhere in Asia. With one 
song, 34-year-old Park Jae-sang 
— better known as PSY — is 
set to become a millionaire 
from YouTube ads and iTunes 



downloads, underlining a shift 
in how money is being made 
in the music business. An even 
bigger dollop of cash will come 
from TV commercials. From 
just those sources, PSY and his 
camp will rake in at least $7.9 
million this year, according 
to an analysis by The Associ¬ 
ated Press of publicly available 
information and industry es¬ 
timates. But for online music 
sales in South Korea, he’ll earn 
less than $60,000. Here’s how it 
works. 


YouTube 

Gangnam Style, with its catchy 
tune and much imitated horse- 
riding dance, is the most- 
watched video on YouTube 
ever. The viral video has clocked 
more than 880 million YouTube 
views since its July release, beat¬ 
ing Justin Bieber’s Baby, which 
racked up more than 808 mil¬ 
lion views since February 2010. 
PSY’s official channel on You¬ 
Tube, which curates his songs 
and videos of his concerts, has 
nearly 1.3 billion views. 

TubeMogul, a video ad buy¬ 
ing platform, estimates that 
PSY and his agent YG Enter¬ 
tainment have raked in about 
$870,000 as their share of the 
revenue from ads that appear 
with YouTube videos. The 
Google Inc.-owned video ser¬ 
vice keeps approximately half. 
PSY and YG Entertainment 
also earn money from views of 
videos that parody his songs. 
Google detects videos that use 
copyrighted content. Artists 
can have the video removed or 
allow it to stay online and share 
ad revenue with YouTube.In the 
last week of September, when 
Gangnam Style had 300 mil¬ 
lion views, more than 33,000 
videos were identified by the 
content identification system 
as using Gangnam Style. But 
since YouTube can be accessed 
from all over, wouldn’t Asia be 
responsible for a chunk of the 
$870,000? The countries with 
the second and third-highest 
views of the video are Thailand 
and South Korea. And the coun¬ 
try with the most views of PSY’s 
song? The U.S. 

Legal downloads, CDs 

Gangnam Style has been down¬ 
loaded 2.7 million times in the 
U.S. and has been the No. 1 or 
No. 2 seller for most weeks 
since its debut, according to 
Nielsen SoundScan. 

The song sells for $1.29 on 
Apple’s iTunes Store, the mar¬ 
ket leader in song downloads. 
Apple generally keeps about 30 
per cent of all sales, so the PSY 
camp could be due more than 
$2.4 million. How much PSY 
keeps and how much goes to 
his managers, staff and record 
label is unclear. South Korean 
industiy insiders said PSY likely 
gets 70 per cent and YG Enter¬ 
tainment 30 per cent for U.S.

downloads. But earnings from 
downloads in PSY’s homeland 
are far from an embarrassment 
of riches. South Koreans pay 
less than $10 a month for a sub¬ 
scription to a music service that 
allows them to download hun¬ 
dreds of songs or have unlimit¬ 
ed access to a music streaming 
service. That makes the cost of 
a downloaded song about 10 
cents on average. The average 
price for streaming a song is 
0.2 cents. Gangnam Style was 
downloaded more than 3.6 mil¬ 
lion times and streamed around 
40 million times. That adds up 
to a little more than $61,000. 
As for many other parts of Asia, 
illegal downloads and pirated 
CDs are so pervasive that only 
a small minority are willing to 
pay up for the legal versions. 

TV commercials 

PSY has been jetting around the 
world, performing on shows 
such as The X-Factor Australia 
and NBC’s Today Show, but 
such programs usually cover 
travel costs and not much 
else, said Gary Bongiovanni, 
editor-in-chief of concert trade 
magazine Pollstar. It is TV com¬ 
mercials that are the big money 
spinner for the most successful 
of South Korea’s K-pop stars. 


South Korea is that PSY’s father, 
uncle and grandmother own 
a combined 30 per cent of DI 
Corp., a company which makes 
equipment that semiconductor 
companies use to make com¬ 
puter chips. 

It’s a stretch to plausibly 
explain how the success of 
Gangnam Style will boost DI’s 
profits, but that doesn’t matter 
to the South Korean stock mar¬ 
ket. Perhaps inspired by the 
pure power of pop, DI shares 
surged eightfold from July after 
PSY’s hit reached No. 2 on the 
Billboard Hot 100 and No. 1 on 
the U.K. singles chart. 

It was time to cash in for 
PSY’s grandmother, who sold 
5,378 shares for about $65,000. 
The share price has fallen since 
then, but is still about double 
what it was before the release of 
Gangnam Style. PSY’s agent YG 
Entertainment has also done 
well. Its share price is up about 
30 per cent since mid-July. The 
value of CEO Yang Hyun-sulc’s 
stake has swelled to about $200 
million, making him the rich¬ 
est man in South Korea’s enter¬ 
tainment industry. 

The future 

The question now hanging over 
PSY is whether he will repli¬ 
cate the blockbuster success of 
Gangnam Style or end up re¬ 
membered as a one-hit wonder. 
“When this slows down, what 
comes next for PSY?” said Niel¬ 
sen analytics vice-president 
David Bakula. “Is it the evolu¬ 
tion of a new musical style, 
something audiences are going 
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PSY has been popping up in TV 
commercials in South Korea for 
top brands such as Samsung 
Electronics and mobile carrier 
LG Uplus. Chung Yu-seok, an 
analyst at Kyobo Securities, es¬ 
timates PSY’s commercial deals 
would amount to five billion 
won ($4.6 million) this year.

Wang will oversee those 
categories as well as mens- 
wear, and he’ll help craft Ba¬ 
lenciaga’s overall image. 

“I am deeply honoured to 
embark on this new role for 
a brand and house that I have 
such great admiration and re¬ 
spect for,” Wang said. 

Still, he’ll likely bring a 
different — and maybe more 
casual — sensibility to a com¬ 
pany founded by Spanish de¬ 
signer Cristobal Balenciaga, a 
contemporary of Coco Cha¬ 
nel and Christian Dior.

Wang has a similar celeb¬ 
rity appeal and he’s a favour¬ 
ite with fashion editors and 
the models. At his show last 
February, for example, he 
staged a catwalk comeback 
for the likes of Gisele Bund- 
chen, Carmen Kass and Sha¬ 
lom Harlow. 

Wang will continue his 
New York-based signature 
collection.

Ottolenghi and Tamimi, 
who both emigrated from 
Jerusalem to London, Eng¬ 
land, say the cookies are 
popular at their four Ottolen¬ 
ghi restaurants over the per¬ 
iod of Hanukkah and Christ¬ 
mas. 

The Festival of Lights be¬ 
gins at sundown Saturday 
and ends on Dec. 16. 

1. Soak currants in brandy 
for 10 minutes.

Place 
balls on baking sheets lined 
with parchment paper, spacing 
2 cm (3/4 inch) apart, and let 
rest in fridge at least 1 hour. 

5. Heat oven to 190 C (375 F). 
Bake cookies 20 minutes, until 
tops firm up but centres are 
still slightly soft. Remove from 
oven; let cool 5 minutes and 
then transfer to a wire rack. 
While cookies are still warm, 
whisk together glaze ingredi¬ 
ents until a thin and smooth 
icing forms.

Cheesecake with Orange- 
Scented Honey — and a story 



Eveiyone knows — or at least 
every Jew knows — the story of 
Hanuklcah’s origins, the story 
of how just a tiny amount of oil 
miraculously burned for eight 
days. And they know that, in 
the spirit of that story, Hanuk¬ 
kah is celebrated in part by 
eating foods fried in oil, such 
as latkes and doughnuts. 

But in much of the world, 
Hanukkah also is celebrated 
by eating salty cheeses. And 
for that, there is another and 
equally fascinating stoiy. 

The short version goes 
something like this: Around 2 
B.C., a Jewish widow saved her 
people by ingratiating herself 
with an enemy general, plying 
him with salty cakes of cheese, 
then wine to quench the thirst 
it brought. When he fell into a

drunken stupor, she lopped off 
his head with his own sword. 

When this story became 
associated with Hanukkah is 
unclear. 

Olive oil became an import¬ 
ant part of this festival of lights 
and the foods eaten during the 
celebration were a nod to this, 
as was the story of the miracu¬ 
lous and essential oil. Latkes, 
or pancakes fried in oil, were 
initially made of eggs and flour 
or sometimes cheese, and this 
could be when the story of the 
salty cheese cakes took off. 

1. Heat oven to 375 F. Line 
baking sheet with parchment 
paper. Arrange bay leaves in 
the centre of the parchment in 
an 8-inch circular pattern. 

2. In bowl, beat eggs, vanilla 
and half of orange zest. Beat in 
ricotta, then flour. Mix should 
form thick batter. Scoop batter 
onto arranged bay leaves on 
the prepared baking sheet. Use 
a silicone spatula or the back 
of a spoon to spread the batter 
into an 8-inch circle over the 
bay leaves.

eral minutes until thin and 
warmed. 

4. When cake is done, use 
wooden skewer to poke 
holes in the top. Drizzle a 
third of warmed honey over 
cake, letting it soak into 
surface. Place serving plate 
over cake, then overturn so 
cake is on plate. Use skewer 


to poke holes in the surface 
again, then drizzle the rest 
of the honey over the cake. 

5. Let the cheesecake rest 
for at least 30 minutes to 
allow the honey to soak in. 
Sprinkle with poppy seeds, 
then cut into 6 wedges and 
serve warm or at room tem¬ 
perature.

Get advice from any old- 
school interior designer 
and they’ll all give you 
the same rule: Every room 
needs a bit of black. The 
sharp contrast that black 
offers helps any room 
come to life.
